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MINUTES  OF  MEETING,  1900. 


The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Corporators  of  the  AHegheny 
Cemetery  was  held  in  their  room  at  the  Office  Building  on 
the  Grounds,  Butler  Street  Entrance,  Tuesday,  June  26,  1900, 
at  4  P.  M. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chas.  E.  Speer. 

On  motion,  B.  F.  Jones  was  elected  Chairman  and  John 
A.  Moore,  Secretary. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  present:  Benjamin  F. 
Jones,  William  J.  Moorhead,  Charles  Hays,  Nathaniel  Holmes, 
George  M.  Laughlin,  Christopher  Magee,  Charles  M.  Gormly, 
Stephen  C.  McCandless,  Charles  E.  Speer,  Henry  J.  Lynch, 
George  A.  Berry,  George  A.  Kelly,  Charles  Lockhart,  John  A. 
Harper  and  John  A.  Moore,  15  in  all. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  meeting  were  read,  and, 

On  motion,  approved. 

The  President,  Charles  E.  Speer,  presented  his  report  for 
the  year,  which  was  read,  and 

On  motion,  it  was  accepted  and 
directed  to  be  entered  as  part  of 
these  proceedings. 

The  Superintendent,  John  Per- 
ring,   presented   his  report  for  the  i 

year,  which  was  read. 

On  motion,  it  was  alio  accepted 
and  ordered  to  be  entered  upon 
these  minutes. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
John  A.  Moore,  presented  state- 
ments for  the  year  showing  the  fin- 
ancial condition  of  this  Corporation. 
On  motion,  the  reading  of  these 
statements  was  waived. 
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The  death  of  the  following  Corporators  was  announced  : 
Alexander  Bradley,  Joseph  Woodwell,  Charles  J.  Clarke  and 
Jacob  J.  Vandergrift. 

The  election  for  Corporators  being  in  order,  the  following 
nominations  were  made : 

Albert  H.  Childs,  Henry  W.  Oliver,  Richard  G.  Wood 
and  James  M.  Bailey. 

On  motion,  the  nominations  closed  and  the  Secretary  was 
directed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  those  present  for  these  gentlemen, 
which  being  done  they  were  declared  unanimously  elected. 

The  election  for  Officers  and  Managers  being  next  in 
order, 

On  motion,  the  retiring  Board  of  Managers  and  Officers 
were  nominated  and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the 
ballot  of  those  present  for  the  following  persons : 

President,  Charles  E.  Speer. 

Managers,  Charles  E.  Speer,  S.  C.  McCandless,  Frank  S. 
Bissell,  John  B.  Jackson,  George  A.  Berry,  Nathaniel  Holmes, 
A.  E.  W.  Painter. 

Secretary  and  Treasurer,  John  A.  Moore. 

The  ballot  was  cast  as  directed  and  they  were  declared 
unanimously  elected. 

On  motion,  the  proceedings  of  years  1898,  1899  and  1900 
be  published  in  pamphlet  form  for  distribution  to  the  lot 
holders. 

The  subject  of  removing  the  iron  fences  around  the  lots 
was  then  fully  discussed. 

On  motion  of  G.  M.  Laughlin,  the  whole  matter  of  remov- 
ing fences  was  referred  back  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  with 
the  recommendation  and  request  that  they  use  their  best  en- 
deavors to  have  all  iron  fences  surrounding  lots  removed  at 
as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

On  motion,  adjourned.

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TO  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF  ALLEGHENY  CEMETERY  : 
Gentlemen  : — At  this,  the  last  meeting  which  wih  be  held 
during  this  century  of  the  Corporators  of  the  Allegheny  Ceme- 
tery, it  may  be  interesting  to  review  the  history  of  the  Com- 
pany, not  only  to  compare  it  with  its  modest  beginning  fifty- 
five  years  ago,  but  in  order  that  we  may  fully  understand  its 
position  at  the  present  time,  and  be  better  prepared  to  take 
such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  guard  its  interests  and  pro- 
tect its  future. 

The  Act  of  Incorporation  was  obtained  in  1844,  and, 
acting  under  it,  a  meeting  of  the  corporation  was  held  during 
that  year  for  the  purpose  of  organization.  The  records  of 
that  meeting  were  burned  in  the  great  fire  of  April  loth,  1845, 
and  the  existing  records  of  the  Company  show  that  the  first 
meeting  was  held  June  6th,  1845.  The  following  gentlemen 
were  elected :  Hon  Thomas  Irwin,  President.  Directors, 
Charles  Avery,  Thomas  Bakewell,  John  H.  Shoenberger,  Wil- 
son McCandless,  James  R.  Speeer  and  Thomas  M.  Howe; 
Treasurer,  Nathaniel  Holmes;  Secretary,  Jesse  Carothers. 

On  June  loth  the  new  Board  met,  and,  after  short  nego- 
tiations, purchased  from  George  A.  Bayard  his  entire  Hatfield 
property  lying  east  of  the  Butler  Road,  and  comprising  about 
one  hundred  acres,  including  the  mansion  and  other  improve- 
ments, for  $50,000.  Mr.  Bayard  agreed  to  waive  all  lien  upon 
the  property  in  the  shape  of  a  mortgage;  to  receive  $25,000  in 
the  notes  of  the  corporation,  guaranteed  by  responsible  individ- 
uals, and,  for  the  remaining  $25,000,  to  accept  one-half  of  the 
proceeds  of  sale  of  lots  after  the  expiration  of  five  years,  until 
the  same  was  paid,  with  interest,  and  make  a  deed,  free  of  all 
encumbrances,  to  the  corporation.  A  sufficient  number  of  the 
Corporators  came  forward  and  each  guaranteed  the  payment 
of  $1,000,  and  the  sale  was  completed  August  27th,  1845.  The 
grounds  were  dedicated  by  appropriate  religious  ceremonies  on 
September  20th  following.  One  who  was  present  on  that 
occasion  writes :     "An  original  ode  was  then  sung,  composed 
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by  our  talented  young  townsman  Robert  P.  Nevin."  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  know  that  Mr.  Nevin  is  still  with  us.  John  D. 
McCord  is  the  only  original  Corporator  now  living. 

The  first  public  sale  of  lots  was  made  on  September  26th, 
at  which  time  ninety-six  lots  were  sold,  producing  the  sum  of 

$9,335- 

At  the  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporators,  held 
June  6th,  1846,  it  w^as  reported  that,  from  the  26th  of  Sep- 
tember until  June  5th,  the  total  sales  amounted  to  $20,489.72, 
from  which  amount  $11,961.62  had  been  paid  to  Mr.  Bayard, 
$2,372.68  had  been  expended  on  improvements  and  expenses, 
and  a  balance  of  $6,156.42  remained  in  the  treasury. 

When  we  consider  that  these  results  were  worked  out  in 
the  year  following  the  greatest  fire  Pittsburgh  has  ever  known, 
entailing  great  losses  upon  all  classes  of  its  citizens,  we  may 
form  an  opinion  as  to  how  deep  was  the  sentiment  in  favor  of 
a  rural  cemetery,  and  how  promptly  and  generously  the  people 
responded.  Pittsburgh,  at  that  time,  had  a  population  of  about 
45,000. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  Allegheny  Cemetery  began 
its  existence  without  one  dollar  of  capital  or  financial  means 
of  any  kind.  Its  first  purchase  of  property  was  made  on  the 
credit  of  the  gentlemen  who  endorsed  it,  and  all  the  money 
which  has  been  expended  in  the  purchase  of  its  property  and  its 
improvement,  beautification  and  perpetuation,  as  well  as  that 
represented  in  its  investments  and  cash  in  hand,  have  been  the 
result  of  the  sale  of  its  property. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  on  the  20th  of 
September.  1845,  ^^e  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Mr. 
Howe,  and  unanimously  adopted  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Managers,  for  themselves 
and  the  corporators  w^hom  they  represent,  disclaim  all  in- 
tion  or  design  of  deriving  any  private  or  pecuniary  advantage 
from  the  sale  of  burial  lots ;  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  to  appropriate  the  entire  proceeds  of  such  sales, 
first  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  debt  assumed  by  the  Cor- 
porators in  the  purchase  of  the  property,  and  in  ornamenting 
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the  grounds,  and  after  these  objects  are  accomplished,  then 
to  create  such  a  permanent  fund  as  shall  be  thought  adequate 
to  keep  the  grounds  in  good  condition  through  all  time  to 
come,  and  the  remainder  to  devote  to  philanthropic  and  char- 
itable uses." 

The  spirit  that  animated  the  first  Board  of  Managers  has 
governed  all  their  successors,  and  we  can  safely  say  that, 
during  the  entire  history  of  this  Company,  none  of  its  Presi- 
dents or  no  member  of  its  Board  of  Managers  has  ever  received 
any  compensation  of  any  kind  for  his  services,  or  made  one 
dollar  out  of  the  Company. 

At  the  present  time  the  Company  owns  270  acres  of  land, 
which  have  cost  $290,861.55.  The  highest  price  paid  for  any 
of  this  was  $8,000  per  acre.

During-  the  same  period  the  amount  received  from  inter- 
est and  investments  was  $24,269.81,  showing  that  the  rate  of 
interest  was  4.59  per  cent.  The  expenses  of  all  kinds,  includ- 
ing salaries,  permanent  improvements,  repairs,  care  of  conserv- 
atory, stable,  fuel  and  light,  were  $42,344.43.  During  this 
time  the  Cemetery  recei^■ed  as  follows :

The  interest  received  from  investments  exceeded  the  total 
net  expense  of  every  character  for  the  year  by  $1,662.36. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  we  have  been  enabled  to  in- 
vest or  lay  aside  a  sufficient  amount  that  the  income  thereof  is 
sufficient  to  perpetuate  and  protect  our  property,  even  if  we 
should  not  make  any  further  sales  of  property. 

In  the  original  charter,  the  Company  was  not  permitted 
to  own  over  one  hundred  acres.  By  two  subsequent  Legisla- 
tive Supplements  the  limit  was  extended  to  three  hundred 
acres.  The  entire  amount  now  held  is  two  hundred  and  seventy 
acres,  and  of  these  only  about  one-third  has  been  sold  to  lot 
holders.  This  fact  should  be  brought  prominently  before  the 
public,  as  an  impression  seems  to  prevail  that  the  Allegheny 
Cemetery  has  only  a  small  amount  of  lots  for  sale,  and  at 
high  prices.  A  large  amount  of  the  most  beautiful  and  desira- 
ble property  has  not  been  plotted  or  offered  for  sale,  and  the 
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prices  are  not  above  those  in  other  cemeteries  which  are  less 
conveniently  located,  and  which  cannot  offer  the  same  security 
for  the  protection  and  perpetuation  of  the  property. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporators  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  passed : 

"Resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Managers  be  di- 
rected to  send  a  circular  to  lot  owners  having  an  iron 
fence  around  their  lots,  to  have  such  fences  removed 
promptly,  and  that  the  Cemetery  will  take  them 
away  free  of  cost  to  lot  holders.  If  said  fences  are 
not  removed  before  April  ist,  1900,  they  will  be 
taken  down  by  the  Cemetery." 

In  pursuance  of  this  resolution  the  following  circular 
letter  was  sent  out  to  lot  holders : 

"OFFICE  OF  ALLEGHENY  CEMETERY. 
"To  All  Lot  Owners  : 

"At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  corporators  of  the  Alle- 
gheny Cemetery  a  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  direct- 
ing the  Board  of  Managers  to  send  a  circular  letter  to  all  own- 
ers of  lots  having  iron  fences  around  them,  with  the  request  to 
have  such  fences  removed,  and  with  further  notice  that  in  case 
they  were  not  removed  on  or  before  April  ist,  1900,  they 
would  be  taken  down  under  the  direction  of  the  officers,  at  the 
cost  of  the  Cemetery. 

"Your  attention  is  respectfully  requested. 
"By  order  of  the  Board. 

"JOHN  PERRING, 

"Superintendent." 

Of  these  notices  155  were  sent  out.  Three  were  answered 
personally  at  the  office  and  six  through  the  mail.  Of  the  nine 
who  answered,  four  objected  to  removing  the  fences.  Twenty- 
two  w«re^  returned  through  the  mail,  marked  "Cannot  find." 
So  many  of  the  lot  holders  have  changed  their  residence  or 
died  that  it  is  impossible  to  discover  their  location  or  serve 
notices  upon  them. 
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Under  these  circumstances  your  Board  desires  to  submit 
the  matter  again  to  the  Corporators  with  this  statement,  and 
to  ask  them  to  direct  what  action  should  be  taken.  The  Super- 
intendent states  that  the  number  of  fences  which  should  be 
taken  down  is,  probably,  about  one  hundred.  Under  the  action 
already  taken   only  ten  have  been  removed. 

Your  Board  referred  to  Counsel  the  question  as  to  the 
right  of  the  Cemetery  to  remove  objectionable  fences,  and 
received  a  reply  stating  we  could  not  compel  a  lot  holder  to 
remove  the  same  at  his  expense,  but  the  Cemetery  could  do  it 
legally  at  its  own  expense. 

During  the  past  year  three  deaths  have  occurred  among 
your  Corporators :  Charles  J.  Clarke,  your  President,  died 
December  5th,  1899;  Joseph  Woodwell  died  June  28th,  1899; 
Alexander  Bradley  died  August  21st,  1899.  Appropriate  res- 
olutions referring  to  the  death  of  these  gentlemen  will  be  pre- 
sented for  your  action.  Previous  to  the  death  of  the  gentle- 
men above  named  there  had  been  one  vacancy  in  your  list  of 
Corporators.  There  are,  therefore,  at  the  present  time  four 
vacancies  which  it  is  desirable  to  fill  at  this  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Managers  filled  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  death  of  Charles  J.  Clarke  by  the  election,  on  February 
5th,  of  Mr.  A.  E.  W.  Painter,  and  elected  Charles  E.  Speer 
president  of  the  Board.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT,  1900. 


TO  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF  ALLEGHENY  CEMETERY: 

Gentlemen  : — The  following  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  May  31st,  1900,  is  respectfully  submitted  : 

The  number  of  lots  sold  was  108,  amounting  to  $49,208.00. 
There  should  be  deducted  from  this,  for  lots  returned  in  part 
payment  for  new  lots,  $1,300.00,  and  discounts  allowed  for 
cash  payments,  $1,038.90,  leaving  the  net  sales  $46,869.10, 
and  the  average  price  per  lot,  $433.97.  119  new  names  were 
added  to  the  list  of  lot  owners,  making  the  total  number  5,479. 
The  estimated  value  of  memorials,  etc.,  erected  by  lot 
owners  is  $72,888.00,  namely,  319  head  marks,  90  tombs,  21 
monuments,  7  sets  of  steps  and  two  vaults. 

There  were  1,007  interments  in  the  grounds,  bringing 
the  grand  total  up  to  42,445.  12  removals  were  brought  to, 
and  68  taken  from,  the  grounds. 

In  the  line  of  repairs  and  improvements,  there  were  1,671

Owing  to  the 
difficuhy  of  getting  work- 
men, this  had  to  be  sus- 
pended for  the  present, 
but  win  be  carried  on  dur- 
ing the  fah  and  winter 
months. 

The  new  city  sewer, 
extending  for  about  a 
mile  and  a  quarter  through  the  grounds,  from  -iOth  street  to 
Morningside  avenue,  has  been  completed.

Following  the  usual  custom,  your  Board  of  Managers 
offer  this  report  for  the  year  ending  June  i,  1899. 

Your  superintendent,  John  Perring,  in  his  report  will 
give  you  a  full  history  of  work  done  on  the  grounds,  and  your 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  John  A.  Moore,  will,  through  the 
statements  taken  from  the  books,  give  you  a  full  and  compara- 
tive statement  of  its  financial  affairs. 

From  these  statements  you  will  notice  that  the  invested 
capital  of  the  cemetery  amounts  to  $532,779.08,  less  amount 
held  in  trust  as  the  "lot  owners'  endowment  fund,"  $48,879.42, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $483,899.66.  The  gain  to  this  account 
during  the  last  year  has  been  $12,149.45. 

The  addition  to  the  endowment  fund  was  only  $1,625.00. 
The  total  to  endowment  fund  now  amounts  to  $48,879.42. 

There  were  eighty-five  lots  sold  during  the  year,  amount- 
ing to  $15,507.55. 

The  total  revenue  for  the  year  was  $60,836.65,  and  total 
expenditure  $41,256.68,  thus  showing  revenue  over  expendi- 
ture of  $  1 9. 5  79- 97- 

The  expense  account,  including  salaries,  labor,  fuel,  mater- 
ial, horse  feed,  etc.,  is  $41,256.68;  from  which  must  be  cred- 
ited amounts  received  from  interments,  foundations,  plants, 
labor,  etc.,  $19,231.35,  leaving  the  actual  cost  of  keeping  the 
cemetery  for  the  year  $22,025.33. 

Our  income  from  invested  capital  during  the  year  was 
$26,097.75,  while  the  actual  expense  was  $22,025.33,  thus 
showing  a  balance  of  $4,072.42.  By  that  it  will  be  seen  if  w'e 
never  sold  another  lot  our  income  would  more  than  keep  the 
property  in  its  present  condition.  The  surplus  each  year  is 
added  to  our  invested  capital. 

An  occasionaV  report  appears  in  print  that  graves  in  differ- 
ent cemeteries  are  desecrated.     In  this  connection  it  mav  be 
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well  for  those  interested  in  our  cemetery  to  know  that  the 
grounds  are  fully  protected  by  day  and  at  night  by  officers 
armed  with  double-bar- 
reled shotguns. 

W'e  are  called  upon  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  two  of 
our  corporators,  W.  De- 
wees  Wood  was  elected  a 
corporator  in  1883  and 
died  January  2d,  1899,  in 
his  Tod  year. 

Alex.  N  i  m  i  c  k  was 
elected  a  corporator  in 
1883  and  died  December 
20th,  1898,  in  his  73d 
year.

Gentlemen  : — In  suljmitting  this,  the  annual  report  for 
the  fiscal  year,  ending  May  31st,  1899,  I  respectfully  direct 
your  attention  to  the  sales  of  lots.  The  report  has  been  quite 
extensively  circulated  that  lots  can  not  be  purchased  in  the 
Allegheny  cemetery  for  less  than  $1,500.00,  also  that  the  ceme- 
tery grounds  have  been  nearly  all  sold.  When  in  fact  by  a  con- 
servative estimate,  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  property  has 
been  disposed  of,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  the  next  century  will  not 
see  the  supply  of  lots  exhausted. 

There  were  eighty-five  lots  sold  during  the  year,  fifty-five 
of  them  sold  for  $100.00  each,  and  the  balance  ranged  in  price 
from  $150.00  to  $1,200.00,  an  average  for  each  lot  of  but 
$187.76. 

There  were  eighty-five  names  added  to  the  list  of  proprie- 
tors, making  the  total  number  five  thousand  three  hundred  and 
sixty. 

The  number  of  interments  was  nine  hundred  and  eighty,  an 
increase  of  ninety-six  over  last  year  and  making  the  total  popu- 
lation of  the  grounds  forty-one  thousand  four  hundred  and 
thirty-seven. 

Sixteen  removals  were  brought  into  and  twenty  taken 
from  the  grounds. 

Monumental  structures  costing  about  $40,000.00  have 
been  erected ;  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  head  marks,  sixty 
tombs,  se\-en  monuments,  and  three  sets  of  steps. 

The  following  endowments  for  the  perpetual  care  of  lots 
have  been  received:  Mrs.  Imogen  B.  Oakly,  $100.00;  Estate 
of  William  Eberhardt,  $500.00;  Estate  of  Barbara  Stoppel, 
$475.00;  H.  G.  Bryant,  $150.00;  J.  H.  Ewer,  $150.00  and  the 
heirs  of  Wm.  Mackey,  $250.00 

The  following  are  improvements  of  a  permanent  character 
made  during  the  year: 
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The  interior  of  the  Butler  Street  OiSce  building  has  been 
painted,  a  hot  water  system  for  heating  the  building  introduced, 
the  building  wired  for  electric  lighting  and  a  new  porch  erected 
at  the  gate  keeper's  lodge. 

Two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine  feet,  or  six 
thousand  five  hundred  square  yards  of  roadway  constructed 
with  limestone  screenings  and  curbed  with  stone.  The  gutters 
paved  with  vitrified  brick,  to  take  the  place  of  cobble  stones, 
making  a  combination  gutter  and  sidewalk.  Where  this  has 
been  done  on  the  grounds,  visitors  do  not  as  a  rule  walk  on  the 
grass  borders,  and  it  is  well  worth  the  additional  cost  over  the 
cobble  stone  type  of  gutter. 

Six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-three  cubic  yards  of 
earth  was  excavated  and  removed  to  various  sections  of  the 
grounds,  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dead  forest  trees  taken 
out;  these  have  been  replaced  with  new  ones  as  far  as  practical. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  usual  routine  work  has  been 
carried  on.

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TO  THE  BOARD  OF  CORPORATORS: 

At  this  the  close  of  this  fift>:-foiirth  year  since  our  charter 
was  granted  hy  the  State,  your  Board  submits  its  annual  report, 
accompanied  by  full  statements  taken  from  the  books,  showing 
the  aggregate  receipts  and  expenditures  of  that  period,  and 
also  a  comparative  statement  of  the  finances  of  this  year  as 
compared  with  the  previous  one. 

At  the  monthly  meetings  of  your  Board  the  vouchers  and 
statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures  are  duly  examined 
and  certified  to. 

As  a  further  guarantee  to  the  correctness  of  the  books, 
an  expert  accountant  (J.  B.  Stevenson)  was  employed 
to  audit  the  books  for  the  previous  ten  years,  and  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  minor  clerical  errors  (causing  not  one  cent 
of  loss)  they  were  found  correct.  An  audit  will  be  made 
annually. 

The  invested  capital  of  the  cemetery  now  amounts  to 
$519,004.63,  less  amount  held  in  trust  as  "the  lot  owners' 
endowment  fund,"  viz :  $47,254.42,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$471,750.21.  The  gain  to  this  account  during  the  last  year 
has  been  $25,437.85. 

The  addition  to  the  endowment  fund  during  the  year 
was  $11, ,'44 — this  amount  being  in  excess  of  anv  year  since 
the  act  authorizing  the  cemetery  to  receive  funds  for  this 
purpose  was  enacted,  March,  i860. 

This  lot  holders'  endowment  fund  is  not  peculiar  to  the 
Allegheny  cemetery,  as  most  of  the  more  important  cemeteries 
have  this  feature.  In  this  connection  I  quote  from  the  last 
annual  re]:)ort  of  Greenwood  cemetery,  of  New  York  City,  the 
following: 

"The  growing  a])preciation  of  our  system  of  special  care 
of  lot  endowments  with  funds  left  in  trust  for  that  purpose  is 
apparent  by  the  sums  donated  to  such  trust  fund  in  1897, 
amounting  to   $44,570.58.    the   largest  ever   received    in   one 
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year  to  that  fund,  and  increasing  the  total  to  $511,982.03.  In 
this  connection  it  may  be  weh  to  state  once  more  that,  while 
all  lots  are  properly  cared  for  by  the  cemetery,  free  of  any 
charge,  the  cost  of  keeping  the  enclosures,  monuments  and 
tombs  in  repair;  the  planting  and  cultivation  of  flowers,  fertiliz- 
ing and  such  like  expenditure,  should  naturally  be  borne  by 
those  lot  owners  who  desire  such  extra  care.'' 

The  total  revenue  for  the  year  was  $58,850.66,  and  total 
expenditure  $38,320.39,  thus  showing  revenue  over  expendi- 
ture of  $20,530.27. 

The  expense  account,  including  salaries,  labor,  fuel,  mater- 
ial, etc.,  is  $38,320.39;  from  which  must  be  credited  amount 
received  from  interments,  foundations,  plants,  labor,  etc., 
$20,124.28,  leaving  the  actual  cost  of  keeping  cemetery  for 
year  $18,196.11. 

Our  income  from  invested  capital  during  the  year  was 
$22,314.83,  while  the  actual  expense  was  $18,196.11,  thus 
showing  by  this  balance  ($4,118.72)  that  if  we  never  sold 
another  lot  our  income  would  more  than  keep  the  property 
in  its  present  condition. 

Death  has  again  invaded  our  ranks  and  taken  two  of  our 
members.  Francis  Sellers,  who  was  elected  a  corporator  in 
June,  1867,  died  January  19  th,  1898.  A  suitable  minute  for 
your  action  will  be  offered  by  George  A.  Berry. 

Felix  R.  Brunot,  who  was  elected  a  corporator  June,  1883, 
and  a  manager  March  29th,  1884,  died  May  9th,  1898.  A 
suitable  minute  for  your  action  has  been  prepared  bv  John  B. 
Jackson.  Your  board  of  managers  elected  Nathaniel  Holmes, 
son  of  the  first  treasurer  of  the  cemetery,  to  fill  this  vacancy 
in  the  board. 

It  now  devolves  upon  you  to  elect  two  corporators  from 
among  the  lot  owners  to  fill  these  vacancies;  also  to  elect  a 
president,  a  secretary  and  treasurer  (in  one),  and  a  board  of 
managers  to  serve  for  the  coming  year.

Gentlemen  : — The  foHowing  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  May  31st,  1898,  is  respectfully  submitted: 

The  gross  sale  of  lots  amounted  to  $17,245,  and  the  net 
$16,411.55.  This  is  a  decrease  in  the  net  sales  of  $3,182.70, 
although  the  number  of  lots  sold  was  91,  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  47.     The  average  price  per  lot  was  $190.60; 


last  year  it  w  a-  ^4-\.[).  With  this  single  exception  there  was 
an  increase  of  receipts  in  all  departments  over  last  year. 
Ninety-three  names  were  added  to  the  number  of  lot  owners, 
making  the  total  number  to  date  5,275. 

The  number  of  interments  in  the  grounds  at  the  present 
time  is  40.457;  of  these  884  were  made  since  the  last  report. 
This  is  12  less  than  last  year. 

Seventeen  removals  were  brought  into  and  twenty-seven 
taken  from  the  grounds.

The  estimated  cost  of  monuments  and  other  memorials 
erected  during  the  year  is  $88,000,  namely,  22  monuments,  79 
tombs,  331  head  marks,  2  vaults  and  5  sets  of  steps. 

Our  native  forest  trees  are  rapidly  disappearing.  Dur- 
ing the  year  just  closed  we  have  removed  over  four  hundred. 
These  have  nearly  all  died  since  my  last  report.  To  replace 
these  as  far  as  possible,  we  have  planted  three  hundred  decid- 
uous trees  of  different  \-arieties  and  five  hundred  evergreens. 

Of  improvements  of  a  permanent  character,  754  square 
yards  of  roadway  have  been  macadamized,  465  feet  of  new 
curb  set,  250  feet  of  French  drain  and  700  feet  of  pipe  sewer 
put  in,  and  4,060  cubic  yards  of  excavating;  this  latter  mater- 
ial was  used  in  bringing  to  the  proper  grade  a  portion  of  sec- 
tion 23.  This  is  one  of  the  oldest  sections  in  the  grounds, 
and  was  partially  laid  out  some  forty  years  ago. 

A  number  of  fences,  curbs  and  other  enclosures  have  been 
removed,  and  from  present  indications  it  will  be  but  a  few 
years  until  all  of  these  objectionable  features  of  the  cemetery 
will  be  removed  from  the  grounds.

OF 

ALLEGHENY  COUNTY. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  ConimonwealtJi  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  authority 
of  the  same,  That  Thomas  Bakewell,  Dr.  James  R.  Speer,  Wil- 
ham  Robinson,  Jr.,  John  Freeman,  E.  W.  Stevens,  Thomas  M. 
Howe,  J.  Chislett,  T.  J.  Bigham,  W.  J.  Totten,  Dr.  H.  D.  Sel- 
lers, F.  Lorenz,  Charles  Avery,  George  Hogg,  John  H.Shoen- 
berger,  H.  Childs,  J.  Painter,  John  Bissell,  H.  Sterling,  Rev. 
A.  M.  Bryan,  W.  Lippincott,  Dr.  William  Kerr,  E.  D.  Gaz- 
zam,  R.  S.  Cassat,  W.  Eichbaiim,  F.  G.  Bailey,  H.  Denny, 
R.  C.  Grier,  G.  AA'.  Jackson,  Josiah  King,  Charles  Brewer,

all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  to  do  all  such  things  as  are 
incident  to  a  corporation. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  corporation  shall,  at  least 
once  in  every  year  hereafter,  fill,  by  election  by  ballot,  all 
vacancies  which  may  occur  among  them,  and  may  at  the  same 
time  or  other  times,  increase  and  add  to  their  number  from 
those  who  may  be  lot-holders  in  the  Cemetery,  so  that  the  said 
company  shall  never  be  reduced  to  less  than  ten,  nor  exceed 
forty  members;  and  they  shall  have  full  power  to  ordain,  es- 
tablish and  put  in  execution  all  such  l)v-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
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tions,  not  contrary  to  tlie  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State,  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
government  of  this  corporation,  its  officers  and  affairs,  and, 
until  the  election  of  managers,  shall  exercise  all  the  powers 
thereof. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  corporators  shall,  at  least 
once  in  every  year,  elect  from  their  number  seven  managers, 
one  of  wdiom  shall  be  designated  as  President,  and  a  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  who  shall  make  a  report  of  their  proceedings 


corporators,  and  as  much  oft- 
ener  as  may  l)e  rec[uired  by  a 
majoritv  of  them  the  said  cor- 
porators. 

Section  4.  That  the  said 
corporators  or  managers  shall 
have  power  to  contract  for  and 
purchase  from  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  a  tract  of  land 
in  Allegheny  county,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  the  whole  one  hun- 
dred acres,  and  the  same  to  lay 
out  and  ornament,  and  to  di- 
vide and  arrange  it  into  suit- 
able plots  and  burial  lots,  re- 
move and  alter  old.  and  erect 
new  buildings,  and  to  do  all 
other  things  proper  and  neces- 
sary to  be  done  to  adant  the 
said  ground  for  the  purposes  of  a  Cemetery,  and  to 
sell  and  dispose  of  said  plots  and  burial  lots  in  fee  simple, 
or  otherwise,  for  the  purpose  of  sepulture,  to  individuals,  so- 
cieties, or  congregations,  without  distinction  or  regard  to  sect, 
under  such  conditions,  rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  corpor- 
ators or  managers  may  establish  for  the  government  of  lot- 
holders,  visitors  to  the  Cemetery,  and  burial  of  the  dead :  Pro- 
vided, that  the  lots  granted  by  the  said  association  for  burial 
lots  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose :  and  they  shall  be 
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free  from  seizure,  levy  or  sale,  under  or  by  virtue  of  any 
execution  against  any  grantee  or  grantees  of  said  association 
for  such  purpose. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  corporators,  or  the  said 
managers  after  their  election,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
all  other  officers,  agents  and  workmen  which  may  be  needful, 
and  fix  their  compensation  or  wages,  and  the  same  discharge 
at  pleasure;  to  take  from  the  Treasurer  security  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  trust,  and  to  discharge  him  from  his 
office  upon  occasion  therefor ;  and  that  the  said  managers  shall 
keep  fair  minutes  of  all  their  acts  and  doings. 

Section  6.  That  the  said  company .  shall  be  capable 
of  holding  so  much  personal  property  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  this  incorporation ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  managers,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  burial  lots,  to 
create  a  fund  to  be  invested  in  ground  rents  or  mortgages,  the 
income  whereof  shall  be  of  adequate  amount,  and  applied  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  improvement  and  perpetual  mainten- 
ance of  the  Cemetery  in  proper  order  and  security ;  and  at  least 
ten  per  cent,  of  the  purchase  money  of  all  burial  lots  shall  be 
set  aside  for  said  improvements,  and  the  creation  of  said  per- 
petual fund ;  and  any  failure  in  the  duties  aforesaid  shall  sub- 
ject said  managers  or  corporators  to  the  control  of  the  com- 
petent judicial  authority  for  correction. 

Sectio.^  7.  That  no  street,  lane  or  road  shall  ever  be 
laid  out  through  the  lands  so  occupied  as  a  Cemetery,  except 
under  the  authority  of  the  corporation;  and  that  the  same  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation.

RELATIVE  TO  ALLEGHENY  CEMETERY. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  That  the  managers  of  the  Allegheny  Cemetery,  in 
Allegheny  county,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  con- 
tract for,  buy  and  acquire  title,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  for 
a  lot  or  lots  of  ground,  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  a  receiving  vault  for  the  dead  of  all  de- 
nominations; and  also  connected  therewith,  a  building  for 
funeral  services,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  managers  of  the 
said  corporation,  the  same  shall  be  proper  and  necessary. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  managers  shall  also  have 
power  and  authority  to  contract  for,  buy  and  acquire  title,  in 
fee  simple  or  otherwise,  for  an  additional  number  of  acres  of 
ground,  contiguous  to  the  ground  at  present  enclosed  by  the 
Cemetery,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  subject  to  the  re- 
strictions and  immunities  in  the  charter  of  the  said  corporation  : 
Provided,  that  the  same  shall  be  used  only  for  the  burial  of  the 
dead,  without  distinction  of  creed  or  sect,  and  the  ornamenting 
and  preservation  of  the  grounds.

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Couinionzcealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority

of  the  same,  That  if  any  person  shall  open  an\'  tomb  or  grave 
in  any  cemetery,  graveyard,  or  any  grounds  set  apart  for  burial 
purposes,  either  private  or  public,  held  by  individuals  for  their 
own  "use,  or  in  trust  for  others,  or  for  any  church  or  institu- 
tion, whether  incorporated  or  not,  without  the  consent  of  the 
owners  or  trustees  of  such  grounds,  and  clandestinely  or  un- 
lawfully remove,  or  attempt  to  remove,  any  human  body,  or 
part  thereof,  therefrom,  such  person  upon  conviction 
thereof,  hall  be  sentenced  to  undergo  an  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  or  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  less  than 
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one  year,  nor  more  than  three  years,  and  pay  a  luie  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  <»t  the 
proper  county;  and  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  destroy, 
mutilate,  deface,  injure  or  remove  any  tomb,  monument,  grave- 
stone, or  other  structure  placed  in  any  grounds  aforesaid,  or 
any  fence  or  railing,  or  other  work  for  the  protection  or  orna- 
ment of  said  grounds,  or  of  any  tomb,  monument,  grave-stone 
or  other  structure  placed  therein,  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  wilfully 
destroy,  cut,  break  or  remove  any  tree,  shrub  or  plant  within 
the  limits  of  such  gounds,  or  hunt  any  game  within  said  limits, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  be  punished  by 
a  fine,  at  the  discretion  of  the  justice,  of  not  less  than  five,  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars ;  Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  not  go  into  eflect  until  after  the  first  day  of  October 
next.

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylz'ania,  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  That  the  managers  of  the  Allegheny  Cemetery, 
in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  sell  and  dispose  of,  either  at  public  or  at  private  sale,  a  cer- 
tain tract  or  parcel  of  land,  adjoining  the  lands  of  John  H. 
Shoenberger,  and  known  as  the  Ewalt  purchase,  containing 
eight  acres  and  thirteen  perches,  more  or  less,  and  to  re-invest 
the  proceeds  thereof  in  the  purchase  of  other  lands  adjoining 
said  Cemetery,  and  also  to  sell,  exchange  or  acquire  such  fur- 
ther tracts  or  parcels  of  land  as  may,  by  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers, be  deemed  expedient  or  advisable,  with  the  view  of 
bringing  the  grounds  of  the  said  Cemetery  into  a  more  con- 
venient shape:  Provided,  that  the  additional  ground  so  ac- 
quired shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  acres,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  the  restrictions  and  immunities  in  the  charter  of  said  cor- 
poration, and  be  used  only  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  without 
distinction  of  creed  or  sect,  and  the  ornamenting  and  improv- 
ing of  the  same. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  corporation  may  take  and 
hold  any  grant,  donation  or  bequest  of  property  upon  trust,  to 
apply  the  same,  or  the  income  thereof,  under  the  direction  of 
the  board  of  managers,  for  the  improvement  or  embellishment 
of  the  said  Cemetery,  or  for  the  erection,  repair,  preservation 
or  renewal  of  any  tomb ,  monument  or  grave-stone,  fence,  rail- 
ing or  other  erection,  or  for  the  planting  and  cultivation  of 
trees,  shrubs,  flowers  or  plants,  in  or  around  any  Cemetery 
lot,  or  for  improving  the  said  premises  in  any  other  manner  or 
form  consistent  with  the  design  and  purpose  of  the  Act  of  in- 
corporation, according  to  the  terms  of  such  grant,  donation  or 
bequest. 
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Section  3.  That  all  grants,  donations  or  bequests  of 
money,  which  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  foregoing  section,  the  annual  income  of  which  only  is 
directed,  by  the  terms  of  such  grant,  donation  or  bequest,  to  be 
applied  to  any  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  said  section,  shall 
be  invested  by  said  board  of  managers,  either  in  ground  rents, 
mortgages  upon  otherwise  unincumbered  real  estate  in  the 
county  of  Allegheny,  or  the  stocks  or  loans  of  the  Common- 
wealth ;  and  the  said  managers  shall  not  be  responsible  for  their 
conduct  of  such  trust,  except  for  good  faith,  and  such  reason- 
able diligence  as  may  be  required  of  mere  gratuitous  agents : 
Provided,  that  the  said  managers  shall  in  no  case  be  obliged 
to  make  any  separate  investment  of  any  sum  so  given ;  and  that 
the  average  income  derived  from  all  funds  of  the  like  nature, 
entrusted  to  the  corporation,  shall  be  divided  and  apportioned 
annually  to  the  credit  of  said  lot  or  parcel  of  lots  entitled 
thereto,  and  the  same  lo  be  expended  in  accordance  with 
the  direction  or  intention  of  the  donor  or  grantor.

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The  following  important  Act  was  passed  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  : 

AN  ACT 

FOR  THE  FURTHER  PROTECTION  OF  CEMETERIES  IN  THE  STATE 
OF    PENNSYLVANIA. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  tJic  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  tJie  Coninionivealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  authority 
of  the  same,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees,  directors 
or  other  officers  of  all  organized  cemeteries  within  this  State, 
to  appoint  as  many  day  and  night  watchmen  of  their  grounds 
as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  and  such  watchman,  and  also  all 
of  their  superintendents,  gardeners  and  agents  stationed  on  said 
grounds,  are  liereby  authorized  to  take  and  subscribe  before 
any  mayor  or  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  township  where  such 
cemeteries  may  be  situated,  an  oath  of  office,  similar  to  the 
oath  required  by  law  of  constables;  and  upon  the  taking  of 
such  oath,  such  watchman,  superintendents,  gardeners  and 
agents  shall  have,  exercise  and  possess  all  the  powers  of  police 
officers  within  and  adjacent  to  said  cemetery  grounds;  and 
they,  and  each  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  arrest,  on  view,  all 
persons  engaged  in  violating  the  laws  of  this  State  in  reference 
to  the  protection,  care  and  preservation  of  cemeteries,  and  of 
the  trees,  shrubbery,  structures  and  adornments  therein,  and 
to  bring  such  persons  so  offending  before  a  mayor  or  justice 
of  the  peace  within  such  township,  to  be  dealt  with  according 
to  law.

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HEIRSHIP  OF  LOTS  IN  CEMETERY. 


On  the  death  of  the  owner  of  a  lot,  who  dies  intestate 
and  withont  having  made  any  disposition  of  the  same  by  deed 
or  otherwise,  the  lot  descends  to  his  heirs-at-law.  viz. : 

I  St.  To  the  children  of  the  intestate.  Should  any  have 
died,  their  children  will  inherit  the  parent's  share,  and  so  on, 
in  a  descending  line. 

2d.  In  default  of  any  such  heirs,  to  the  father  and  moth- 
er of  the  intestate,  during  their  joint  lives  and  the  life  of  the 
survivor. 

3d.  In  default  of  such  heirs,  to  the  brothers  and  sisters 
of  the  blood  of  the  intestate,  and  their  descendants. 

4th.  In  default  of  such  heirs,  to  the  father  and  mother  of 
the  intestate  in  fee. 

The  heirs-at-law  have  jointly  a  right  to  the  disposal  and 
use  of  the  lot ;  neither  of  them  alone  has  the  right  to  the  dis- 
posal of  it. 

The  wife  of  the  intestate  has  the  same  interest  in  the  lot 
that  she  has  in  other  real  estate  of  the  intestate ;  but  her  inter- 
est, so  far  as  the  Cemetery  is  concerned,  is  nominal;  she  can 
neither  dispose  of  it,  or  order  interments  to  be  made  therein.

Section  2.  That  the  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold 
any  grant,  donation  or  bequest  of  property  upon  trust,  to 
apply  the  same  or  the  income  thereof,  under  the  direction  of 
the  board  of  managers,  for  the  improvement  or  embellishment 
of  the  said  Cemetery,  or  for  the  erection,  repair,  preservation 
or  renewal  of  any  tomb,  monument  or  grave-stone,  fence,  rail- 
ing or  other  erection,  or  for  the  planting  and  cultivation  of 
trees,  shrubs,  flowers  or  plants,  in  or  around  any  Cemetery 
lot.  or  for  improving  the  said  premises  in  any  other  manner 
or  form  consistent  with  the  design  and  purpose  of  the  act, of 
incorporation,  according  to  the  terms  of  such  grant,  donation 
or  bequest. 

Section  3.  That  all  grants,  donations  or  bequests  of 
money,  which  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  foregoing  section,  the  annual  income  of  which  only  is 
directed  by  the  terms  of  such  grant,  donation  or  bequest,  to  be 
applied  to  any  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  said  section,  shall 
be  invested  bv  said  Board  of  Managers,  either  in  ground  rents. 
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mortgages  upon  otherwise  unenciiniliered  real  estate  in  the 
County  of  x\llegheny,  or  the  stocks  or  loans  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  the  said  Managers  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
their  conduct  of  such  trust,  except  for  good  faith,  and  such 
reasonable  diligence  as  may  be  required  of  mere  gratuitous 
agents,  Provided,  That  the  said  Managers  shall  in  no  case  be 
obliged  to  make  any  separate  investment  of  the  sum  so  given, 
and  that  the  average  income  derived  from  all  funds  of  the  like 
nature  entrusted  to  the  corporation,  shall  be  divided  and  appor- 
tioned annually  to  the  credit  of  said  lot  or  parcel  of  lots  entitled 
thereto,  and  the  same  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  di- 
rection or  intention  of  the  donor  or  grantor. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


Conditions,  Limitations  and  Privileges,  to  Which  Every 
Lot  in  Allegheny  Cemetery  is  Subject. 

L  The  said  lot  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose 
than  as  a  place  of  burial  for  the  dead,  and  no  trees  within  the 
lot  or  border  shall  be  cut  down  or  destroyed  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  managers  of  the  said  corporation. 

IL  The  proprietor  of  the  said  lot  shall  have  the  right 
to  erect  proper  stones,  monuments,  or  sepulchral  structures 
(except  that  no  slab  shall  be  set  on  edge  over  one  foot  six 
inches  in  height,  unless  it  be  four  inches  in  thickness),  and  to 
cultivate  trees,  shrubs  and  plants  in  the  same. 

III.  The  proprietor  of  the  said  lot  shall  erect,  at  his  or 
her  expense,  suitable  land-marks  of  stone  or  iron  at  the  cor- 
ners thereof,  and  shall  also  cause  the  number  thereof  to  be 
legibly  and  permanently  marked  on  the  premises.  And  if  the 
proprietor  shall  omit,  for  thirty  days  after  notice,  to  erect  such 
landmarks  and  mark  the  number,  the  managers  shall  Imve  the 
authority  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  at  the  expense  of  said 
proprietor. 
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IV.  If  the  land-marks  and  boundaries  of  said  lot  shall 
be  effaced,  so  that  the  lot  cannot  with  reasonable  diligence  be 
found  and  identified,  the  managers  shall  set  off  to  the  said 
grantee,  his  or  her  heirs  or  assigns,  a  lot  in  lieu  thereof,  in 
such  part  of  the  Cemetery  as  they  see  fit,  and  the  lot  hereby 
granted  shall,  in  such  case,  revert  to  the  corporation. 

V.  If  any  trees  or  shrubs  situated  in  said  lot  shall,  by 
means  of  their  roots,  branches  or  otherwise,  become  detrimen- 
ental  to  the  adjacent  lots  or  avenues,  or  dangerous  or  incon- 
venient to  passengers,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  managers 
for  the  time  being,  and  they  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  into 
the  said  lot  and  remove  the  said  trees  and  shrubs,  or  such 
parts  thereof  as  are  thus  detrimental,  dangerous  or  inconven- 
ient. 

VI.  If  any  monument  or  effigy,  or  any  structure  what- 
ever, or  any  inscription,  be  placed  in  or  upon  said  lot,  which 
shall  be  determined  by  the  major  part  of  said  managers  for  the 
time  being  to  be  offensive  or  improper,  the  said  managers,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  shall  have  the  right,  and  it  shall  be 
their  duty,  to  enter  upon  said  lot  and  remove  the  said  offensive 
or  improper  object  or  objects. 

VII.  The  said  lot  shall  be  holden  subject  to  the  provis- 
ions contained  in  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  passed  the  24th  day  of  April, 
A.  D.  1844,  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  Allegheny  Ceme- 
tery, in  Allegheny  County."  And  also  subject  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  for  the 
government  of  said  Cemetery. 

VIII.  All  interments  in  lots  shall  be  restricted  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  family  and  relatives  of  the  proprietors  thereof,  ex- 
cept special  permission  to  the  contrary  be  obtained  in  writing 
at  the  office  of  the  corporation;  and  no  disinterment  shall  be 
allowed  without  permission  from  the  corporation. 

FOUNDATIONS.  No  monument,  head  mark,  or  steps  will 
be  permitted  to  be  erected  without  foundations,  which  will  be 
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built  by  the  Cemetery,  and  for  which  the  following  charge  will 

be  made,  and  must  be  paid  for  in  advance : 

Monuments,  per  perch $5-25 

Head  marks,  each 5  •  oo 

Steps,  per  lineal  foot i  •  50 

All  bases  must  be  bedded  next  the  foundation. 

Notice  to  be  left  at  this  office,  and  some  one  must  point 

out  the  exact  spot  where  the  foundation  is  to  be  placed.      The 

Cemetery  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  mistake  that  may 

occur  for  want  of  the  proper  information. 


REGULATIONS  CONCERNING  VISITORS. 


■  The  Secretary  will  issue  to  each  proprietor  of  one  or  more 
lots  one  ticket  of  admission  into  the  Cemetery,  under  the  fol- 
lowing regulations,  the  violation  of  any  of  which,  or  a  loan  of 
the  ticket,  involves  a  forfeiture  of  the  privilege. 

I.  No  person  is  admitted  on  horseback,  or  with  a  dog. 

II.  No  person,  with  or  without  a  vehicle,  is  admitted 
unless  accompanied  by  a  proprietor,  or  a  member  of  his  or  her 
household,  with  his  or  her  ticket ;  but  the  managers  may  grant 
special  tickets  of  admission. 

III.  No  vehicle  is  to  be  driven  in  the  Cemetery  at  a  gait 
faster  than  a  walk. 

IV.  No  horse  is  to  be  fastened,  except  at  a  post  provided 
for  this  purpose.  No  horse  is  to  be  left  unfastened,  without 
a  keeper. 

V.  All  persons  are  prohibited  from  gathering  any  flow- 
ers, either  wild  or  cultivated,  or  breiUing  any  tree,  shrub  or 
plant. 

VI.  All  persons  are  prohibited  from  writing  upon,  de- 
facing or  injuring  any  monument,  fence  or  other  structure,  in 
or  belonging  to  the  Cemeterv. 
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VII.  All  persons  are  prohibited  from  discharging  fire 
arms  in  the  Cemetery. 

VIII.  The  gates  are  opened  at  sunrise  and  closed  at  sun- 
set. 

IX.  No  money  is  to  be  paid  to  the  porter. 

X.  No  persons  are  admitted  on  Sundays  and  holidays 
excepting  proprietors  and  members  of  their  household,  and 
persons  accompanying  them. 

XL  Children  will  not  be  admitted  without  their  parents 
or  guardians. 

XII.  No  person  having  refreshments  of  any  kind  will 
be  permitted  to  come  within  the  grounds,  nor  will  any  smoking 
be  allowed. 

XIII.  Persons  having  baskets,  or  any  like  article,  must 
leave  them  in  charge  of  the  porter. 

XIV.  Any  person  disturbing  the  quiet  and  good  order 
of  the  place,  by  noise  or  other  improper  conduct — or  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  foregoing  rules — will  be  compelled  instantly 
to  leave  the  grounds. 

XV.  The  Superintendent  is  charged  with  the  execution 
of  these  rules  and  regulations. 

Note. — Holders  of  proprietor's  tickets  will  please  bear  in 
mind  that  they  are  not  transferable.  They  will  not  be  recog- 
nized to  admit  others  than  members  of  the  proprietor's  family,, 
unless  accompanied  by  some  memlier  thereof. 
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RULES  IN  REGARD  TO  INTERMENTS. 


The  sexton,  with  his  family,  resides  in  the  Cemetery,  and 
will  always  be  in  attendance  at  funerals,  to  see  that  order  and 
decorum  prevails. 

All  persons  wishing  to  make  interments  in  the  Cemetery 
must  furnish  at  the  office  a  statement  of  the  name,  place  of 
birth,  place  of  late  residence,  age  in  years,  months  and  days, 
and  the  disease  of  the  person  to  be  interred,  and  also  whether 
married  or  single,  that  an  accurate  registry  of  the  same  be 
made  on  the  books  of  the  Cemetery. 

All  interments  made  from  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh  must  be  accompanied  with  permit  from  Board  of 
Health;  and  all  interments  in  private  lots  will  be  suliject  to  the 
following  charges,  which,  in  all  cases,  must  be  paid  before  the 
interment  takes  place : 

OPENING,    CLOSING   AND   SODDING  OF   GRAVES. 

Adult  graves $5-00  and' $6.00 

Children's  graves,  under  ten  years,.  .    4.00 

All  notices  for  interments  should  be  given  at  the  office  of 
the  Cemetery  on  the  day  previous  to  the  interment,  if  possil^le, 
or  at  least  six  hours  previous,  that  the  grave  may  be  prepared 
in  due  time ;  and  all  brick-vaulted  graves  should  have  twenty- 
four  hours'  notice  given  for  preparation. 

When  interments  are  made  in  private  lots,  some  of  the 
parties  interested  should  be  in  attendance  to  designate  the  exact 
spot  they  wish  the  grave  made,  as  the  sexton  cannot  be  respon- 
sible for  errors  which  might  occur  from  want  of  such  infor- 
mation.

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RULES  FOR  THE  RECEIVINCx  VAULT. 


As  this  Vault  is  erected  to  supply  the  urgent  necessities  of 
those  who  may  not  be  prepared  for  permanent  interment,  the 
following  Rules  have  been  adopted  for  its  government : 

1.  For  opening  and  closing  of  the  Vault  at  any  one 
time,  a  charge  will  be  made  of  $i.oo. 

2.  For  each  interment  therein,  and  allowing  the  corpse 
to  remain  there  not  over  one  week,  $10.00. 

3.  For  every  week  over  the  first  week,  and  not  exceed- 
ing one  month,  $1.00  per  week. 

4.  For  every  week  exceeding-  one  month,  $2.00  per 
week. 

No  corpse  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  V^ault  over 
two  months,  except  in  seasons  of  inclement  weather,  or  other 
unavoidable  necessities ;  and  in  those  cases  only  by  special  per- 
mission from  the  Board. 

5.  All  interments  made  in  this  Vault  must  be  in  strong 
hermetically-closed  cases. 

The  cases  will  be  numbered  and  registered  when  de- 
posited, so  as  to  avoid  all  mistakes;  and  careful  persons  ke])t 
in  attendance,  to  render  such  assistance  to  the  bereaved,  by 
w^atching  or  otherwise,  as  may  tend  to  alleviate  the  feelings, 
and  promote  neatness  and  order  in  all  its  arrangements. 
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IN  MEMORIAM. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  x\llegheny 
Cemetery  held  December  nth,  1899,  the  following  was  pre- 
sented, and,  on  motion,  was  duly  adopted  and  directed  to  be 
recorded  on  the  Minutes. 


The  death  of  Charles  J.  Clarke,  which  occurred  at  his 
home  in  this  city  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  December  5th, 
was  not  only  the  cause  of  deep  sorrow  to  the  large  circle  of 
friends  and  relatives  who  were  bound  to  him  by  the  ties  of 
blood  and  affection,  but  as  well  to  the  business  community  of 
this  city,  and  among  whom  he  had  moved  as  a  familiar  figure 
for  nearly  half  a  century.  Few  men  were  personally  more 
widely  known.  He  had  filled  many  positions  of  trust  and  con- 
fidence; he  was  well  known  in  charitable  work;  he  had  been 
largely  engaged  in  financial  enterprises,  and  his  sudden  death 
cast  a  gloom  over  the  entire  community. 

About  1853  he  became  associated  with  his  father  in  the 
transportation  business,  at  which  time  Pittsburgh  was  the 
distributing  point  by  steamers  and  barges  on  the  rivers  for  the 
Mississippi  Valley  and  almost  the  entire  West,  and  his  active 
experience  covered  that  period  when  the  cjuicker  service  of 
the  railroads  was  gradually  absorbing  the  greater  portion  of 
this  traffic. 

About  1874  Mr.  Clarke  retired  from  business,  and  there-, 
after  his  life  was  devoted  to  the  care  of  his  family,  his  estate, 
and  to  what  may  fairly  be  termed  the  higher  duties  of  an 
American  citizen.  These  duties  he  strove  to  perform  in  every 
position  in  life  to  which  he  was  called.  He  was  born  in  Pitts- 
burgh, took  an  active  interest  in  public  affairs,  and  always 
threw  his  influence  in  favor  of  whatever  w^ould  elevate,  advance 
and  develop  his  native  town.  Although  his  health  was  better 
in  other  climates,  he  could  not  be  induced  to  abandon  his  resi- 
dence here. 

The  possession  of  an  ample  fortune  at  an  early  age  gave 
him  opportunity  not  only  for  travel  and  cultivation,  but 
enabled  him  to  devote  himself  to  the  study  of  Art,  and  to  edu- 
cational, charitable  and  benevolent  work,  and,  in  these  direc- 
tions, for  many  years,  he  found  his  greatest  satisfaction  and 
pleasure. 
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He  was  a  most  lovable  man  in  his  home  and  social  life; 
always  cheerful,  with  a  keen  sense  of  humor,  and  his  wide 
travels  and  observing  nature  made  him  a  most  interesting  and 
attractive  companion.  He  was  devoted  to  outdoor  sports  and 
exercises,  and  an  ardent  lover  of  nature  in  all  her  moods  and 
seasons.  Above  all,  he  had  strong  convictions  as  to  his  relig- 
ious life  and  duties,  and  he  strove  to  live  up  to  them.  His  good 
deeds  will  live  after  him,  not  only  in  his  example,  but  in  his 
acts  of  charity  and  mercy. 

He  was  elected  a  corporator  of  Allegheny  Cemetery  in 
June,  1873.  Two  years  later,  in  1875,  he  was  elected  to  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and,  in  1884,  he  was  elected  President, 
which  office  he  has  held  continuously  since  that  time.  For 
nearly  twenty-five  years,  he  has,  therefore,  been  an  active 
participant  in  the  affairs  of  the  Cemetery,  and  he  has  given  to 
it  the  most  loyal  care  and  attention.  He  has  been  a  model 
President,  as  he  was  not  only  a  careful  and  methodical  business 
man,  with  excellent  judgment,  but  his  cultivated  taste  and  love 
of  nature  made  him  a  valuable  adviser  as  to  its  care  and  adorn- 
ment. To  him  we  are  indebted  for  much  that  is  attractive  and 
beautiful  in  the  Cemetery. 


To  each  of  us  who  were  fellow-members  of  this  Board, 
his  death  comes  home  as  a  personal  loss.
